Washington. -— Conversions to the 
‘Church in England and Wales in 1928 
iwere 12.065. The Catholic population 
‘of these countries was 1,256,000—one- 
‘thirtieth of the whole. The number of 
converts in Continental United States 
in 1928 was reported by the Official 
Catholic Directory as 36,376. The 
Catholic population of the United 
States in the same year was 20,000,000 

~one-sixth of the whole. In England 
and Wales there were 56 converts for 
10,000 of the Catholic population. In 
the United States there were about 18 
conversions for each 10,000 of the 
‘Catholic population. If conversions in 
the United States had been in the 
same ratio to the Catholic population 
here as conversions in England and 
Wales were to the Catholic population 
there, we should have had 112,000 con- 
_verts instead of 36,376 in 1928. 
| The relative fewness of converts to 
‘the Church in the United States has 
‘been the subject of a good deal of 
speculation and inquiry, and various 
explanations of it have been advanced. 
One of these explanations is that the 
Church in this country has had to con- 
itend with large and continuous acces- 
sions of immigrants for whom she has 
had to make spiritual and educational 
provision at a time when she had hard- 
ly completed the task of providing in 
similar ways for the millions already 
a her care, and consequently she could | 
‘not go too far forth in quest of the! 
other sheep. Even so she has carried 
on a constant and resultful apostolate | 
among those outside the fold. It 
doubtiess will grow more widespread, 
|\Unremitting and successful as the se- 
\eurity of her own becomes more cer- 
tain, Some of the graver difficulties of 
|the past have been removed and the 
missionary forees are increasing 
strength and effectiveness

hierarchy, ritual, ceremony, ete. are 
familiar even to those English Protes- 
tants outside of the Anglican commu- 
nion, American Protestants for the 
most part have no acquaintance and 
but littl sympathy with these forms 
of ecclesiastical organization and ex- 
ternals of worship, 

One noteworthy and perhaps signi- 
ficant fact in the apologetical move- 
ment in England is the large share 
which the laity have in it. This par- 
ticipation is not merely that of pecn- 
niary support—it includes the writing 
of books and pamphiets, the manage- 
ment of apologetical activities and the 
exposition of Catholic truth from the 
curbstone and the platform. Many of 
the apologetical pamphlets distributed 
by the Catholic Truth Society, for ex- 
ample, have laymen for their authors, 
The principal executive of the Catholic 
Truth Society is a layman. Others of 
the laity have thelr share in the Cath- 
ollie Evidence Guild's street-preaching. 
This lay cooperation in the Catholic 
apologetic in England has been wel- 
comed by the clergy as an assistance 
to the Catholic cause, It may in some 
degree account for the relatively good 
showing which English Catholics are 
making in the matter ef conversions. 
At any rate the collaboration of the 
laity is increasing in measure and im- 
portance, . 

The Catholic men and women of the 
United States have an opportunity, if 
not a duty, to match the record of 
their co-religionists in England. If 
American Catholic laymen are not yet 
prepared to write apologetical pam- 
phlets or to engage in street-preaching 
there are other ways in which they 
ean aid the spread of Catholic truth, 
They can, for instance, help to distri- 
bute apologetical literature among 
non-Catholics and support both local 
and national broadcasts Catholic 
programs on the radio. They can sup- 
port the various missions to non-Cath- 
olics and encourage the Catholic press, 
These methods of cooperating in the 
exposition of Catholic teaching should 
be adopted particularly by the several 
organizations of women, 
They have the numbers, the resources 
and the machinery needed for the suc- 
cessful promotion of apologetical

Friend Of French 
Orphans Passes 
To His Reward 


PARIS,—An original and interest- 
‘ing figure has just disappeared from 
|French life in the person of Abbe 
'Hervieu, director of the Farm Orphan- 
jage of Giel in the Diocese of Seez, 
'who died just at the*moment when one 
lof his greatest desires was about to 
ibe fulfilled. 
| In 1895 when Abbie Hervieu arrived 


‘at Giel, he decided to gather about 
him a group of orphans so as to occu- 
| py himself in educating them. How to 
‘accomplish his ambition without 
ithe necéssary funds was the problem 
confronting the pastor. With the aid 
of some young people, he restored an 
| old mill that had fallen into decay and 
'set about transforming into flour the 
‘grain of the neighborhood. A little lat- 
er he also constructed an oven and, 
with the aid of his orphans, com- 
'menced to bake the neighborhood 
bread. His next step was the culti- 
‘vation of land and when in need of 
stone, he dug a quarry. Little by little 
he developed his orphanage and when 
the war broke out in 1914 he was car- 
ing for a hundred children.
